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RESCUE OF TWO 
THRILLS AT FIR 
IN APARTMENT 


Boy Dropped to Safety 
and Man Carried Out 
From Belmar. 


FOURTEEN FAMILIES 
FLEE THEIR HOMES 


Several Tenants Suffer From 
Smoke; Origin of Blaze 
Declared Mystery. 


Fire, which routed fourteen families 
living in the Belmar apartment house 
at 1333 Belmont street northwest, 
sh¢tly before midnight last night, re- 
gulited in the serious burning of one 
person and slight injuries to several 
others. 

The blaze, which resulted in the turn- 
ing in of a second alarm, also caused 
several dramatic rescues, the most no- 
table of which was the saving of the 
life of a 9'%,-year-old boy, who was 
dropped out of a second-story window 
into the arms of several men, while 
firemen sought to rescue his aged 
grandfather, in whose apartment the 
blaze originated. 

The fire started from an unknown 
source in the apartment of William 5S. 
O’Brien, 56 years old, an employe of 
the Bureau of Printing and Engraving, 
who today Is recovering at Garfield 
Hospital from severe burns which he 
received before he was carried from his 
blazing rooms. 


Daughter Smells Smoke. 


Virtually all of the family in the 
four-story brick building had retired 
when, about 11:30 o'clock, the fire was 
discovered. In the second-floor apart- 
ment of the O’Briens, Mr. O’Brien and 
his wife had gone to bed, and Mr. and 
Mrs. H. W. Lenderman, who share their 
apartment with them, were preparing 
to retire with their son, Richard, 9 
years old. 

Mrs. Lenderman, who is the daughter 
of the O'Briens, remarked to her hus- 
band, as they were about to retire, “I 
think I smell smoke.” 

When Lenderman went to the door 
he was met with a rush of smoke and 
a roar of flames. elis mother-in-law. 
Mrs. O'Brien, rushed into the room 
and cried frantically, “Where is Will?” 

Lenderman tried to enter the other 
room tn an effort to find his father- 
in-law, but the power of the smoke 
and flames stopped him, and, going 
back to his bedroom he picked up his 
sleeping son and carried him to the 
window of the front apartment. 

By this time most of the occupants 
of the house had been aroused, and 
many of them, scantily clad, had as- 
sembled in the front of the house. 
Lenderman, seeing a small group out- 
side one of the windows, dropped his 
son into their arms. He landed unhurt 
and was still almost asleep when he 
was carried to another apartment 
house. 


Firemen Save O’Brien. 

With the first cry of “fire” from 
residents of the apartment, Raymond 
J. Bitner, of No. 13 Engine Company, 
who lives in the Belmar, and his 
brother, Leo, who was visiting him, 
rushed into the hall. They traced the 
smoke to the second floor of the apart- 
ment of the O’Brien’s, and while Leo 
held the flames at bay with an extin- 


; guisher, his brother crashed through 


the door and crept through the apart- 
ment in search of any one who might 
have been overcome. 

Just as the fireman found the un- 
conscious O’Brien, L. P. Clements, of 
Fire Rescue Squad No. 2, equipped 
with a gas mask, made his way into 
the apartment. Bitner and Clements 
carried O’Brien to the street, while 
Leo Bitner aided Mrs. Katherine Len- 
derman and her mother, Mrs. O’Brien, 
into a safe apartment. 


Hose Injures Woman. 


Helen Jacobs, 21 years old, of 3717 
Jenifer street northwest who, with sev- 
eral companions, was passing along 
Fourteenth street, at the sound of the 
fire alarm. gong in the apartment, 
rushed toward the Belmar. Miss Ja- 
cobs stepped over a fire hose and as 
she did so it burst. 

The force of the stream knocked her 
down and she suffered severe lacerations 
of the legs, for which she was treated 
at Garfield Hospital by Dr. R. W. Wil- 
kins. 

Both of the Bitners and Mr. Lender- 
mah were slightly injured because of 
their efforts at rescue. Mrs. Lender- 
man was overcome by the smoke be- 
fore her husband got her to safety, and 
was revived by members of the rescue 
squad. 

All tenants of the apartment were 
ordered from the building by the first 
fire companies which responded, and 
which acted under the instructions of 
Battalion Chiefs T. 5. Jones and A. H. 
Wolter. On the second alarm, which 
brought all nearby apparatus Acting 


Chief Engineer Nicholson went to the 
gcene and assumed charge of the va- 
rious companies which battled success- 
fully to prevent spread of the flames, 
Mrs. A. R. Gow, who was awakened 
and led to safety by other tenants in 
the building, collapsed when she saw 
the great damage which had been 
done in her apartment, which tis dl- 
rectly under that of the O’Briens.

New Delhi, British India, Dec. 23 
(A.P.).—News that British women and 
children had been evacuated from the 
British Legation at Kabul and had ar- 
rived at Peshawar brought great relief 
here today. 

The reports said that those removed 
from the Afghan capita] numbered 
twenty, consisting of seven Europeans, 
four women and three children, and 
thirteen Indians, of whyvm four were 
wives of officials; four were maids and 
five children. 

The official version of the present 
state of affairs is that the Afghan 
court has been removed to Kandahar 
but is is impossible to say what kind 
of government exists or whether orders 


are being issued from both Kandahar 
and Kabul. 

One thing seems certain. That is, 
that Amanullah is not down and out, 
but on the contrary is evidently en- 
gaged in getting more support for his 
cause in Kandahar. 

The fact that two high Afghan offi- 
clals gave the British minister per- 
mission yesterday for Royal airforce 
machines to land and take away 
women and children shows that order 
now prevails in Kabul. It is under- 
stood here British good offices have 
been asked in behalf of the other 
legations. 

The refugees sald that the residence 
of the British military attache had been 
destroyed by shell fire. For some time 
the legation had been enveloped by the 
rebel advance and communication 
with Kabul was cut off. It was con- 
tinually endangered by the cross fire 
of the Afghan troops and loyal levies 
on one side and the rebels on the other.

Chattanooga, Tenn., Dec, 23 (A P.).— 
Four men lost their lives while one es- 
caped miraculously early this morning 
when one of the large $1x-passenger 
Fairchild cabin monoplanes used by 
the Interstate Air Lines, Inc., in the 
newly inaugurated air mail route be- 
tween Atlanta and Chicago, crashed a 
few minutes after it had taken off from 
Marr Field here. ‘The victims were 
burned almost beyond recognition by 
flames that enveloped the machine 
soon after it struck the ground., but 1t 
is thought possible that one man, the 
pllot, was killed by the impact when 
the plane crashed. 

Those killed were Charles H. Shield, 
of Louisville, Ky., pilot of the plane; C. 
P Mayer, St. Elmo, foreign language tn- 
terpreter for the Chattanooga Medicine 
Co. for many years, who had taken pas- 
sage here for Atlanta; G. L, Burnett, of 
Chicago, and Raymond D. Harris, pilot 
for the Interstate Ines between Chi- 
cago and Evansville, Ind., who was rid- 
ing as a passenger for the purpose of 
learning the Southern part of the 
route. 

William Rozar, of Chicago, a sales- 
man for the Bibb Manufacturing Co., 
of Macon, Ga., escaped from the burn- 
ing plane but neither he nor spectators 
of the tragedy was able to give an ac- 
curate account of how he did it. 

He escaped with only minor injurtes, 
but was soshaken by his experience that 
fot hours he was not able to collect 
his thoughts sufficiently to tell what 
happened. 

According to the story of Ned 
Thomas night watchman at Marr Field, 
the only ‘man connected with the air 
line who saw the machine take off 
difficulty was experienced in starting 
the motor.

This ranks as a-clear cut diplomatic 
victory for Minister Gustav 
Stresemann and ts evidence of Premler 
Poincare’s evolution into an amicable, 
reciprocal feeling, compared with the 
attitude he showed four years ago with 
his Sunday speeches of hatred against 
the former enemy.

Chicago, Dec. 23 (United Press).—In 
defiance of threats of death and reprise 
als, a jury early today found Angelo 
Petitti and Andrew Cappellano gullty 
of kidnaping Billy Ranieri, 10-year-old 
boy, for whom $60,000 ransém was de- 
manded, 

The jury fixed the penalty at 25 
years’ imprisonment. A third defende- 
ant, Tony Cappellano, 16, son of Ane» 
drew, was found not guilty, the Jury bee 
lieving he acted merely under fhe in- 
fluence of his father. 

The verdict brought to a close one of 
the most sensational trials ever held in 
the criminal court of Chicago. Threats 
of death were sent to the important 
witnesses, the prosecutors and to Judge 
Robert E. Gentzel, who presided. 

The night before the trial opened 
Ole Scully, principa] State witness, was 
clubbed and shot to death by four men.

QUEEN GOES TO CHURCH 


London, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—A new and 
favorable note was. sounded in the 
only medical bulletin on the condi- 
tion of King George issued from the 
palace today. 

Hitherto nothing had been said dur- 
ing the long illness about what nour- 
ishment his majesty was taking, al- 
though the persistence of fever with 
the accompanying great weakness and 
exhaustion had, until the past week, 
told its own tale. Now the physicians 
are able,’with the continuance of fa- 
vorable if slow progress, to announce 
the welcome sign of a return of appe- 
tite with better sleep, two of the most 
important factors in butlding up the 
strength of their patient. 

The visit of the doctors tonight at 
Buckingham Palace was comparatively 
short. At 8:45 p. m. they issued a bul- 
letin saying: “The king's progress is 
following a favorable, though slow, 
course. The amount and quality of 
sleep are satisfactory and there jis less 
disinclination to take nourishment.” 
It was signed by Sir Stanley Hewett, 
Lord Dawson of Fcnn and the surgeon, 
Sir Hugh Rigby. 

Use of the ultraviolet ray treatment 
continued today. from which it was in- 
ferred that it is having a beneficial ef- 
fect 

Many ‘undreds of persons watched 
the changing of the guard at the pal- 
ace this morning, and after church 
many walked to the bulletin. board, 
which still held the terse announce- 
ment of last evening. ‘Phe physicians 
who signed tontght’s bulletin held a 
brief consultation this morning, but 
no formal statement was issued.

IN CANYON WIDENED 


Mr. and Mrs. Glenn Hyde 
Passed Diamond Creek Rap- 
ids, Searchers Learn. 


STILL WITHOUT CLEWS 


Peach Springs, Ariz., Dec. 23 (A.P.).— 
Belief that Mr. and Mrs. Glenn Hyde, 
Missing Colorado River voyagers, passed 
Diamond Creek Rapids safely was ex- 
pressed today by experienced river men, 
Who had made a search up and down 
the river near Diamond Creek and 
found no signs of the Hydes having 
landed. 

A party headed by Emery Kolb and 
@hief Ranger Brooks, of the Grand 
Canyon National Park, left here in a 
boat today for Separation Rapids, where 
the Hyde scow is grounded on a rock 
in midstream. ‘They will avoid all rap- 
ids, keeping to the river’s edge. The 
scow was discovered last week by Army 
filers who had been commissioned by 
the War Department to make a search 
for the lost adventurers.

Belief that the Hydes passed the 
dangerous Diamond Creek Rapids was 
strengthened by the fact that all equip- 
ment of the stranded scow, including 
Oars, appeared to be intact when dis- 
covered by the Army aviators. 

A dispatch from Las Vegas, Nev., to- 
day said that a leather jacket, which 
might have been worn by Glenn Hyde, 
missing Colorado River voyager, was 
seen in the river 6 miles from Boulder 
Canyon, and a lookout was stationed 
on the banks of the river. Other points 
farther down the stream were notified. 

Merle Emory, the only inhabitant of 
the river basin at this point, reported 
that a prospector from the Black Hills 
told him he saw the jacket floating in 
the water, but the current was too 
swift for him to reach it. 

Hyde wore a leather jacket when he 
started with his wife from Grand Can- 
yon in their home-made scow, photo- 
graphs taken at that time show. 

River students say the Colorado is 
fast enough to bring a jacket down the 
Grand Canyon to Boulder in four days, 
although it was likely that a garment 
would catch on a snag before traveling 
such a distance.

ered the distance of 160 miles in 90 
minutes. 

It was said that the chief commis- 
sioner of the northwest frontier prov- 
ince had made plans for their enter- 
tainment. 

Although there was no confirmation 
here early today of the reports of the 
flight of the King and Queen of Af- 
ghanistan from Kabul to Kandahar, the 
government’s consent to evacuation of 
women and children from the British 
legation may suggest that the situation 
is likely to be uncertain for some time. 
No definite view of the course of events 
in the country could be essayed here. 


Court Removal Announced. 


Paris, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—The Afghan 
legation at Paris announced Officially 
today the king and queen had trans- 
ferred their court to Kandahar where 
Amanullah was endeavoring to rally his 
partisans. Order was said to reign at 
Kabul. It is believed here that foreign 
legations have placed themselves under 
the protection of the British mission. 

Moscow, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—Dispatches 
from Kabul state that the situation in 
Afghanistan is considerably improved. 
Loyal troops are said to have driven the 
rebels from 8 number of fortified posi- 
tions near Bagabala Heights and con- 
tinue to hold Kandamak and Jalalabad, 
where the big Mamanda tribe is advanc- 
img to the aid of the government. 

The king’s mother, who is popular 
among the southern tribes, has flown 
in an airplane to Kandahar.

No services were held in the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Church at the little 
village of Kelso, eight miles north of 
here tonight.

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SISTERHOOD OF REPUBLICS. 

President-elect Hoover is on his way 
back to the United States after a visit to 
south America which will exert a bene- 
ficial influence upon’ Pan-American re- 
lations for many years to come. The 
warmth of his welcome to the several 
capitals, both by the governments and 
the peoples, and the cordiai mutual ex- 
pressions of good will, together with the 
first-hand information which the incom- 
mg President has obtained, all tend to 
establish confidence in the desire of all 
the governments concerned to deal justly 
and generously with one another and to 
rely upon the firm friendship of the 
United States. They will not be disap- 
pointed in relying upon this country. A 
-eentury of stalwart championship of the 
principle of popular government, during 
which time the United States has re- 
peatedly prevented political and terri- 
torial aggression against its neighbors 
by overseas governments, testifies to the 
determination of the United States not 
only to remain independent, but to main- 
tain the independence of other republics. 

Some of these republics are so strong 
that there is no probability that their 
independence will ever be endangered 
by foreign aggression. Others have not 
reached that stage of felicity, and be- 
cause of limited territory, population and 
résources they would never be secure 
in their independence: if their own 
strength were their only defense. but 
these nations have for their friend the 
United States, the most powerful nation 
in the world, and the only foremost na- 
tion that is not embroiled in European 
politics and politico-military alliances. 
The Monroe Doctrine’ requires’ the 
United States to avoid entanglements 
with Europe, and thus insures in per- 
petuity the independence, not only otf 
the United States, but of its neighbors. 


Those strong republics of the South 


which have sometimes looked upon the 
Monroe Doctrine as an outworn prin- 
ciple, now that they are strong, and 
which have resented the idea that the 
United States should patronizingly as- 
sure them that the Doctrine protects 
them, can not fail to have noted:that 
the Doctrine is not at all inconsistent 
with their ability to maintain their own 
independence. ‘The Doctrine is uot 
thrust upon them. While their inde- 
pendence is unchallenved the Doctrine 
can not affect them. But it is an ever- 
ready help in time of trouble for those 
republics that have not reached the stage 
in which they can maintain their inde- 
pendence against all aggressors. Mr. 
Hoover has been successful i impress- 


ing upon these nations the fact that the: 


United States does not seek any ad- 
vantage or special position for itself by 
reason of standing ready to assist them 
In remaining independent. He has 
shown that’ the United States regards 
itself as one of a sisterhood of republics, 
€ach of which craves the friendship of 
the others and hopes to earn this friend- 
ship by respect of the others’ rights. 

The clearest comprehension of the 
unique relationship that binds this sis- 
terhood together was mamfested by 
President Leguia, of Peru, in his address 
to Mr. Hoover. Mr. Leguia’s address 
will become a classic expression of South 
America’s interpretation of the relation- 
ship that was conceived by Bolivar and 
Washington, and defined to some extent 
by Monroe.

AN AIR TEST TO THE LIMIT, 

of most interesting endurance 
flights ever planned is scheduled to take place 
at Los Angeles beginning on New Year's Day. 
The War Department will put the acid test on 
airplane machinery and flying personnel to 
determine how longa plane can remain in the 
air when it is no longer necessary to descend 
for fuel. The test plane, which has been 
dubbed “‘Question Mark,” will be refueled by 
another plane and it is proposed to keep it in 
the air until the motors cease to hum. 

How long the flight will last is a matter of 
speculation. Some estimates have placed the 
maximum of endurance at 10 days, but the 
War Department has fixed no objective except 
to test the machinery and personnel to the 
limit. It will be necessary to pump approxi- 
mately 900 gallons of gasoline per day into 
the tank of the “‘Question Mark.” The re- 
fueling will be accomplished by. a smaller 
plane, which made a successful experiment of 
this nature in Washington this week. DUuring 
the refueling period the two sbips will fy at 
about 80 miles per hour, with the fuel plane 
17 feet above the other. Water, food and 
other supplies will be lowered to the crew of 
the test plane by ropes. 

The test is designed not only to determine 
the maximum endurance of heavier-than-air 
craft. but to demonstrate the practical value of 
refueling in military and commercial aviation. 
This is the second method of refueling during 
flight that has proved successful during the last 
few weeks. In the first experiment a tank of 
gasoline was picked up from the ground by a 
low flying plane. This system will, no doubt, 
prove of more practical valye in picking up 
mail pouches in cities on mail routes where no 
regular stops are made. The mothod of pump- 
ing gasoline from one plane andther by 
means of a tube may prove practical on long 
trips or in military operations. One can easily 
vision a through passenger’ service between 
New York and San Francisco by huge planes 
which could be refueled from the air at 
intervals in crossing the continent. 

At the same time a number of other valu- 
able results may come from the New Year’s 
flight. The test should point definitely to 
weaknesses in the modern plane, With In- 
formation as to what part of the mechanism 
first ceases to function under such a severe 
strain science should be able to perfect aircraft. 
Minally. the plane should demonstrate what 
type of man is best suited to service in the air 
under conditions that test psychic and physical 
endurance to the limit.

CHECKING CANCER. 

Cancer has become the second most im- 
portaut cause of death in the United States. 
In 1926 it was responsible for fewer deaths 
than either heart disease, pneumonia or 
nephritis, but there was a decided increase 
during 1927 and cancer cost the lives of 103,- 
578. ‘this brings the death rate to the dis- 
couraging figure of 95.6 per 100,000. 

Little is being accomplished to combat this 
disease in spite of a widespread movement 
against it. Figures of the Department of 
Commerce show that the death rate from all 
causes in 1927 was the lowest since 1900, A 
decided reduction in the deaths from pneu- 
monia is noted, Science is now able to pre- 
yent or cure a number of diseases which were 
once foremost causes of death, among them 
smallpox, malaria, and more recently tubercu- 
losis, But cancer is consistently gaining 
ground. ‘ 

The fight against caucer is being carried on 
in two ways. Scientists are seeking to de- 
termine the cause of the disease, which would 
be a step in the direction of developing a cure. 
The medical profession is seeking to educate 
the public in the detection of incipient cancer, 
since cure is possible in most undeveloped 
cases, ie | 

The scientist who can conquer cancer will 
be one of the great benefactors of the world. 
The problem is receiving attention iu labora- 
tories of every civilized nation. ‘Tumorous 
growths in man and animals are being scru- 
tinized under the microscope, and experiments 
are being carried on with X-ray machines aud 
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radium to determine a means of killing can- 
cerous cells without injuring pvormal body 
tissues. | 

While specialists are working out a remedy, 
the whole burden of checking the spread of 
the disease devolves upon the public. Most 
cancer can be cured if it is brought to the 
attention of a competent physician in ita 
early ‘stages. Thousands of lives could be 
saved annually if people who develop tumors, 
growths, warts, &c., would make certain that 
they are harmless. Most of the lumps and 
other bodily irregularities referred to physi- 
cians, or suspected as the beginnings of can- 
cer, are, of course, harmless. Nevertheless 
these symptoms accompany the beginning of 
the disease, and there is no way of telling 
whether cancer may develop or not, unless a 
physician is consulted. At present the only 
way of checking cancer is to call medical 
attention to abnormal] swellings and abrasions

THE LEVIATHAN ROBBERY. 


The Leviathan mail robbery of last June ap- 
parently has-been solved. When the story 
leaked out it was.rumored that some $500,000 
had disappeared between the time the ship left 
its Hoboken pier and its arriva) in England. 
How the robbery could have happened, in view 
of the precautions taken against theft of trans- 
atlantic mails, was a tmystery, and postal 
authorities were not inclined to disclose any 
of their theories. The theft, they said, did not 
involve anything like $500,000. <A_ paltry 
$12,000 was missing. Recent developments, 
however, indicate that the amount involved 
was $112,000. 

The so-called break in the case came in Cer- 
many. ‘Two stories are made public. One in- 
volves a jilted sweetheart of the robber, who 
divulged his secret. Another involves a 
vigilant bank clerk who, when an attempt was 
made to dispose of part of the loot, cabled the 
bond numbers to New York, where it was dis- 
covered that they were listed as stolen.

WOMEN’S RIGHTS IN FRANCE, 


Advocates of equal rights for women have 
sulfered a decided setback in Paris. ‘The 
comely Mme. Violet UD. Morris, whose daring 
driving at the famous Montlhery Autodrome 
has won her thousands of enthusiastic admir- 
ers, has been expelled from the French leder- 
ation Feminine des Sports because she insists 
on wearing trousers while driving her car, and 
because she can not refrain from masculine 
vigor in expressing her feelings. The pretty 
Parisian bas filed suit for 100,000 francs for 
damage to her reputation as a result of the 
federation’s action. 

American women who are demanding that 
the legislature abolish all the measures de- 
signed to give women greater protection and 
advantages than men will find it hard to under- 
stand the action of this feminine sports so- 
ciety. Certainly if women are to have the 
right to vote, to hold political office, to enter 
business and the professions and to compete 
with men on an equal plane in all phases of 
activity, they should have the right to dress as 
they please. What a storm of protest such a 
sophisticated decision would have raised 
among feminine leaders of this country! 

But in France it is'different. French women 
bave not yet been enfranchised, and it is

A NOTE ON KISSING. 

Kissing, says the New York Herald-

Prisoners and Idleness. 

To the Editor of The Post—sir: ! 
read with much interest your editorial 
on prison labor. It is a hard problem 
to solve, a problem requiring extreme 
care and profound wisdom, I am not 
sure that the bill now before Con- 
gress finds a good solution. Organ- 
ized labor many years ago set itself 
against the employment of prisoners 
in any gainful pursults. Since then 
manufacturers in some lines have Joined 
in this opposition. Public sentiment 
demands that punishment alone shal 
not be the object of the laws. Men 
convicted of crimes have been made 
over into good and useful citizens. 
Lamentably such cases are rare when 
we consider the whole number con- 
victed. 

To maintain in idleness the vast 
number of prisoners now in our pena) 
institutions would add tremendously 
to the burdens now resting on the 
shoulders of the taxpaying public. 
While this is a phase for serious con- 
sideration, it is not the only one. Will 
it be good to the prisoners? You can’t 
make good useful citizens by forcing 
men to be idle for a series of years. 
Idleness breeds crime, in prison or out 
Hence, for the good of the prisoner 
and for the good of citizenship, em- 
ployment of some kind is a necessity 
trom which there is no escape. The 
present drift of sentiment, if continued. 
will force the adoption of penal sei- 
tlements for thyse convicted of crime.

Relentless as death itself is Eugene 
O’Neill’s nine-act drama, “Strange In- 
terlude,” which the Theater Guild ts 
sending on tour with Washington as 
the first stopping place. Pauline Lord 
heads the new company that played 
a while in New York to relieve the old: 
probably the world weary with the 
long. long pull of it. Regular patrons 
of the National Theater and lovers of 
art for art’s sake hac opportunity yes- 
terday afternoon and last evening to 
kill many birds with one stone.

The letters and memoranda follow 
another group published in the De- 
eémber issue which also, the statement 
recites, were attacked as spurious by 
these defenders of Lincoln authenticity.

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Alaska: Planes Halt 
Spread of Smallpox 


Vaccine Is Distributed by 
Air and Sled Rapidly, 


Reducing Menace. 


Juneau, Alaska, Dec. 23 (U.P.).—Use 
of airplanes in distributing vaccine has 
checked the epidemic of smallpox in 
the Yukon country that threatened to 
assume serious proportions, Dr. Harry 
©. Devighne, Territorial health com- 
missioner, has informed the United 
Press. The disease is now under con- 
trol, with only 300 cases and two deaths 
reported from the afflicted area. 

Vaccine was taken by plane to central 
points- and distributed by dog teams 
and sleds to smaller villages and towns 
One of the instances where dogs were 
used was to transport serum 50 miles 
down the Yukon from Anvik to Holy 
Cross, said Dr. Devighne. 

It is believed the diseaese was brought 
to Alaska last June, when seven cases of 
smallpox reached Nome on the steamer 
Victoria. Despite every precaution, 20 
cases developed around that city in Au- 
gust.

Doctor Denies Lassman 


Is Victim of Paralysis 


New York, Dec. 23 (A.P.).—An official 
statement concerning the condition of 
Al Lassman, New York University foot- 
ball captain who was injured in the 
game against Carnegie Tech at Pitts- 
burgh November 24, given out tonight 
by the New York University athletic 
authorities contradicts the numerous 
reports that Lassman’s injuries had re- 
sulted in paralysis or mental disturb- 
ance. The statement gives a copy of 
a letter from Dr, Percy R. Turnure 
which briefly explains the findings at 
a conference held last Thursday in the 
French Hospital, where Lassman is a 
patient. 

The 
follows: 

“Albert Lassman sustained during 
the football game in Pittsburgh, an in- 
jury over the right parietal bone. A 
slight extra-dural homorrhage occured 
from the posterior branch of the 
middle meningeal artery which has 
resulted in the formation of a small 
clot. As a result Mr, Lassman ts gsuf- 
fering from disturbances of sensation 
in his left arm, there has been a steady 
improvement in this condition in the 
last three weeks. He was not, and 
never has had any paralysis of motor 
function whatever.”

Ordnance Squads Receive 
Large Raise Because of 
Dangers Faced. 


Wage raises for 103 classes of naval 
labor in the United States and Hawaii, 
including increases for 41 classes in 
and near Washington are provided for 
the calendar year 1929 by the Navy De- 
partmental Wage Board of Review, re- 
port of which has been approved py 
Secretary of the Navy Wiibur.  In- 
creases will become effective January 1. 

Machinists who had asked for a 24- 
cent an hour raise, or $1.10 an hour, 
Placing them on a parity with those 
employed in other Federal activities 
were given a raise of 2 cents to 88 
cents an hour. Painters were given a 
eent raise, or 88 cents an hour. Ord- 
Mance men who requested a 25-cent in- 
erease were given increases of 5 and 8 
Cents, or 80 and 83 cents an hour in 
View of their hazardous calling. 


Laborers Get No Increase. 


Common laborers, who requested 
from 56 to 60 cents an hour: general 
helpers, 57 to 68 cents; teamsters, 56 
to 64 cents, and railroad conductors. 
82 to 90 cents, received no local or 
general increase. Chauffeurs, who 
msked for 10-cent raises, received 
l-cent ones locally, or 65 cents an 
Hour, and, generally, with the excep- 
tion of those at San Diego, Calif.. and 

at Lakes, Ill.. where they received 
2 cents. Packers asking for 20-cent in- 
Creases received pay raises ranging 
from 2 to 5 cents, the local raise be- 
ing the only one at the latter figure, 
bringing remuneration for this job 
here to 70 cents an hour.

3 States Record 
Influenza Increase 


Iowa Reports 85,000 New 
Victims in Week; Cases 
in U. S. 705,385. 


(Associated Press.) 


Public Health Service officers yester- 
day estimated that there were at least 
90,565 new cases of influenza in three 
States last week. The State health offi- 
cer of Iowa reported there were 85,000 
new~ cases in that State during the 
week. No report had been submitted 
for the previous week. 

Louisiana recorded 121 new cases for 
the week ended December 22. This 
was a slight decrease from the 136 
cases reported there the previous week, 
but public health officers believed 
these reports were incomplete. 

Texas, which had 37 cases recorded 
for the week enc2d December 15, re- 

d 992 new cases during the week 
ended December 22. Public health of- 
ficers said the actual cases reported in 
Texas and Louisiana were not more 
than one-fifth of the number existing 
in those States. It has been estimated 
that there were at least 705,385 cases 
in the whole country for the week end- 
ed December 15.

From Africa by Sailor 


Albert Eisinger, of Washington, Captured It in 
Tree; Has Head and Eyes of Bullfrog; Uses 
Fins as Legs. 


Alfred Elisinger, of 645 Park road 
northwest, radio operator on the 
Steamer West-Humhaw, which docked 
at Boston yesterday on réturt from 
the west coast of Africa, is bringing 
to Washington with him a walking and 
tree climbing fish, one of the most 
pecullar members of the finny tribe 
ever to reach the United States. 

The strange little creature has the 
head and large eyes of a bullfrog and 
the long tapering body of a fish. It 
was caught in a swamp at Dakar, 
French Senegal, on December 8, a few 
days before the steamer sailed. The 
curlous lUttle fish may have some of 
the qualities of the horned toad, as it 
has not eaten anything since it was 
captured as far as Radio Operator Elis- 
inger can perceive. It has not shown 
much life since being captured and has 
remained somewhat dormant in the 
water in its contalner. Today. how- 
ever, it seemed fresh and lively and 
hopped about. 


The fish which Elsinger is bringing 
to an ichthiologist here, was taken as 
a captive by the radio operator, who 


first saw it crouched upon a pranch of 
a tree overhanging a marsh. He had 
difficulty trving to capture it with his 
hands, as it hopped about in a lively 
manner and was altogether too fast 
for him. He finally trapped it in a 
large can. 

The odd little fish swims about In 
water, hops along on land, finds no 
difficulty in climbing trees, lives mostly 
in mud, eats worms and picks out 
tropical lagoons for its home, its cap- 
tor said, 

This particular fish is 10 inches long, 
with a head an Inch thick and a body 
tapering to a point at its tail It has a 
hard dorsal fin on its back, not fully 
developed, and two side fins which tt 
uses like a seal manipulates its flappers 
when navigating on land. It has a 
yellowish green body.

On a poster adorning the entrance 
to the Columbia Theater this week 
appears the following description: “A 
picture of wild desire, burning lips, 
Thus 
do the promoters of the film belittle 
their offering. The advertisement will 
doubtless serve as a magnet for those 
interested chiefly tn the technique of 
he Gilbert-Garbo brand of kissing, 
but it will turn away in distaste many 
who want to see the finely acted and 
absorbing play that “A Woman of Af- 
fairs,” on the whole, ts, in spite of 
one or maybe two intensely objection- 
able incidents, including a kiss, that 
could well have been deleted. 

In defense of Mr. Arlen and the cast 
and on behalf of a public overwhelmed 
with publicity of the flaming kind, we 
resent the injustice. It seems likely 
hat the author would tindorse its 
being heralded as the story of a gal- 
lant woman. It might even be the 
story of two gallant women. For it 
is not only the beau geste of the wear- 
er of the green hat thet clutches at 
one’s heart. There ts also the courage 
of the gay little wife, with the honest 
eyes. Constance, she is, in the picture, 
while Iris has become Diana. 

The characters of the two women are 
the only vivid images from the book 
that the years and a dimming memory 
have left to this observer. The person- 
ality of the mutual object of their af- 
fections must have been less forcefully 
drawn. Perhaps it is not altogether 
John Gilbert's fault, therefore, that his 
characterization of Neville is unnote- 
worthy. In any event, he is miscast 
in a role which gives no play to the 
overflowing vitality and eagerness that 
are his, and demands an interpreta- 
tion of British repression which he has 
not the subtlety to give without ap- 
pearing wooden. 

Miss Garbo, on the other hand, fits 
sO snugly into the title role that it 
might easily have been tailored for 
her needs. In every detail] she its per- 
fect, from the elusive quality of her 
fascination to the superb carelessness 
with which she wears her clothes. 
Reckless, tempestuous, unspeakably 
tragic, she traces the pattern of Diana’s 
life, One finds it believable that she 
coyld sacrifice her name to save her 
brother's ideal; that she could sacrifice 
herself, at last, to send back to the 


‘wife who was gallant, too, the man in- 


capable of a love as big as either of 
their own. 

Of the™subsidiary characters, three 
are played “with classic merit—Con 
stance by Doro Sebastian; Diana's 
doctor and only friend, by Lewis Stone; 
the erratic brother, By Douglas Fair- 
banks, jr. Hobart BosWerth is like- 
wise good as the mistaken\father of 
Neville, though John Mack Brown 
proves a trifle disappointing as™the 
husband who died “for decency.” ~~ 

Vincent Lopez heads the added at- 
tractions in a Movietone piano number, 
which is not particularly aided. by the 
presence of a girl accomplice {n chatter. 
There is also a Metro-Movietone Revue, 
with all the trimmings, including a 
master of ceremonies, which somehow 
fails to click. The Fox Movietone News, 
the M. G. M. News and an enjoyable 
thematic prelude complete the bill.

In “The Haunted House,” First Na- 
tional has attempted to utilize the 
Same eerie elements of supposedly 
mystifying drama as the Warner 
Brothers employed .n making their 
second all-talking picture, “The Terror,” 
with only partial—if any—success.

Navy Bureau Develops 
New Parachute Fabric 


The bureau of aeronautics of the 
Navy Department in the past year has 
developed, in cooperation with private 
concerns, a new silk fabric for para- 
chutes. The new fabric has proven as 
Satisfactory as silk grown and woven 
in Japan. It has the added advantage 
that it can be purchased in China and 
Italy as well as in Japan and woven 
in this country The additional sources 
of supply, it is felt, lessen danger of a 
shortage in event of an emergency. 

The Navy has purchased 326 para- 
chutes of the new material and placed 
contracts for 1.120 more. The Army 
Air Corps has ordered some 600 “chutes” 
of the same material.
